STRIKE AMONG THE MISSOURI PACIFIC 
OPERATORS LIKELY TO FOLLOW. 


Nine Hundred Men Close Their Keys in 
Obedience to Their Chief’s Command— 
Over 1,000 Missouri Pacific Teleg- 
riphers Expected toiQuit To-Morrow—

This morning Grand Chief Ramsey of the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers sent out from 
St. Louls the following order to every train 
dispatcher and operator on the Santa Fe

AT TOPEKA. 


Nine Hundred Operators Obey the Ohief’s 
Order. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 17.—Nine hundred tele- 
graph operators onthe Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe main line struck at 10 o’clock this 
morning. The following dispatch was re- 
ceived at 9:30 o’clock this morning from 
Grand Chief Ramsey of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers, now in Sst. Louis, and was 
obeyed at 10 o’clock: 

J'o all Operators and Dispatchers: 

In view of the fact that the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fe operated by the Santa Fe proper, itis 
thought best that all operators on the Santa Fe 
should go out as well, as the company refuses the 
schedule. 

All trains have been stopped and the road 
will be tiled up until the difficulty can be 
settled in some way. There are twenty-five 
men employed in the Sante Fe general 
office here and seven train dis- 
patchers. The men declared immediately 
after the strike that 300 operators employed 
on the St. Louls & San Francisco and the 500 
employed by the Atlantic & Pacific would 
strike unless the Santa Fe came to time. 

The men had not heard at noon from Grand 
Chief Sommers of Emporia, whohas charge 
of the Emporia division, of which the Topeka 
operators are members, and will make no 
statement for publication until they can do 
so.

Last spring Grand Chief Ramsey secured 
for the operrtors who went out to-day an 
annual increase in wages of some $30,000. 
Operators receiving from $30 to $35 were in- 
creased to $40 and $45, and train dispatchers 
were mncreased from $100 and $125 
to $125 and $150 per month. The 
Santa Fe officials contend that the strike on 
the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe was not order- 
ed by Chief Ramsey, but by his assistant, 
Tobey, who claims authority to represent 
tamsey and sign his name to orders. 

A second dispatch was received from 
Grand Chief Ramsey, ordering that no 
work be done or tickets sold on the entire 
Santa Fe system, Santa Fe officials showa 
dispatch alleged to bea statement from the 
operator at Dodge City saying he had sent 
out the message signed Ramsey ordering the 
strike as a joke, but the men do not Delleve 
it and will refuse to return to work until or- 
dered by Ramsey. 


THE RIO GRANDE BLOCKED. 

DENVER, Calo., Oct. 17.—There is no ma- 
terial change in the Rio Grande strike up to 
noon to-day. Trains are sent out from 
here, but go only to Pueblo and Canon City.

Exploit of the Dalton Gang Remnant Near 
Coffeyville. 

CoFFEYVILLE, Kan., Oct. 17.—While all is 
quiet here, at Caney toughs seem to be 
thick. The Missouri Pacific depot agent was 
held up there last night, but the robbers got 
nothing. One of the party was ar- 
rested and brought here last night and 
taken to Independence this morning. He is 
a half-breed Indian. The relay of horses for 
the Dalton gang were taken to Oaney after 
the killing of the Daltons and were stolen. 
One of the thieves, named Burch, 
was arrested Thursday by the 
Marshalof Caney. Both Marshal and thief 
exchanged shots and were both slightly 
wounded. Friday night friends of the 
thief rescued him and took him 
to the Territory. In and around 
Caney there are congregated a number 
of very tough men, There wastalk of or- 
ganizing a vigilance committee, but it was 
hard to decide who to take.

Efforts to Get Him Off the Democratic 
Ticket Unavailing. 


NO INDEPENDENT CANDIDATE HAS YET 
BEEN BROUGHT OUT. 


What Olark Told the Committee Which 
Waited Upon Him to Request His 
Withdrawal— Conference Held To-Day 
—Carl Otto Will Not Run—Ex- Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Reed Publishes 
a Oard. 


This afternoon it seems‘ that Ben F, Clark, 
the Democratic candidate for Oircuit Attor- 
ney willstay on the ticket, and that there 
will be no independent candidate for the 
office. 

Recorder Carlislie said to-day: ‘*The nom- 
ination has been certified tome by the con- 
vention that put Mr. Clark on the ticket, and 
that is all I have to do with it.

CLARK AND BUTLER. 

The committeemen took the answer as an 
evasion of their object and to-night when the 
committee meets again to hear the result of 
the visit to Mr. Clark the sub-committee will 
report that he intends to stay. Ed Butler 
said at noon to-day: 

**I have nothing to do with Clark and I’m 
notrunning his campaign. I have got as 
little business with the Four Courts as any 
manliving.

An independent movement, with Carl Otto 
as the candidate for Circult Attorney, startea 
last night and came toanend to-day. Mr. 
Otto was strongly urged to make the race by 
a number of his friends, who represented to 
him that it was his duty. At 10 o’clock this 
morning he was still considering that re- 
quest. They found from Recorder Carilsle 
that nominations by petition could be made 
as late as the evening of Oct. 22, and had teld 
Mr. Otto that if he would consent to run they 
would present a great petition to the Re- 
corder.

The purposes of this proposed law 
are, first, to limit the amountof money which can- 
didates may lawfully expend in effecting their elec- 
tion: second, to prescribe the purposes fer which 
such expenditures may be rly made; third, to 
require sworn statements Of aecounts from candi- 
daies prior to installation fp offies; and fourth, gun- 
ishment of offenders for violation of the law. 

The circular is signed by Chas. Claflin 
Allen, President; Albert Blair, Chairman of 
the Executive Committees, and Hugh MekKit- 
trick, Jr., Secretary of the Association. 


Both Parties With the Firemen. 


The State Firemen’s Association is working 
hard to get the Igmocratic and Republican

The Steamer Bokhara Wrecked 
on the Chinese Coast. 


But Twenty-three Survivors Left to 
Tell the Story. 


DRIVEN ON THE ROCKS AMID A FURIOUS 
GALE. 


Every Wave That Struck the Doomed 
Ship Carried Away Some of the Un- 
fortunates—Number of the Drowned 
Unknown—The Vessei and Her Valu- 


ropeans on Board. 


Hone Kone, Oct. 17.—Intelligence has been 
received here confirming the worst fears en- 
ertained regarding the Peninsulaj& Oriental 
Steam Navigation Co.’s steamer Bokhara, 
reported Saturday as being several days 
overdue at this port from Shanghal, ‘The 
Bokhara sailed from Shanghai Oct.8 for 
Hong Kong and should have arrived here on 
Oct. 12 atthe latest. It was knownthata 
typhoon had swept over the China sea and 
the agents of the steamer thought that her 
machinery had become disabled inthe gale 
and she was proceeding under sail. The 
ateamer Bombay and the British 
cruiser Porpoise were sent to 
search for her, and news has been 
received that the Boxhara was 
found a total wreck on Sand Island, one of 
the Pheng-Hoo or Pescadores group, lying in 
the channel of Fo-Kien, between the Island 
of Formosa and the Chinese mainland. Only 
twenty-three persons on board the Bokhara 
were saved, the lost including the com- 
mander of the steamer and the greater part 
of her officers and crew. The number of 
passengers she had on board is not yet 
known. She carried the mails, and these 
without doubt are lost. 

STRUCK BY THE STORM. 

It has been learned that some time after 
the Bokhbara left Shanghai the barometer be- 
gan to fall and the vessel was made shug in 
order to ride out the gale that was known to 
be approaching. In a few hours the wind, 
which had been blowing quite fresh, had in- 
creased in violence and soon was Diowing a 
terrific gale. The steamer was westward of 
Formosa, where typhoons are of frequent oc- 
currence, andinthe comparatively narrow 
waterway she did not have safe sea room. 
The sea was running tremendously high and 
efforts were made to lay the steamer head on, 
but withthe wind shifting about the com- 
pass, a. peculiarity of AERDOOMA, this, was 
tmpossible. Soon a terribly high cross sea 
was running and the steamer was pitched 
about like an empty obvottle. Her hatches 
were closely battered down, but the seas that 
boarded her soon tore the tarpaulins and 
soon the hatches themselves were lifted and 
carried overboard. Spare salis were then 
lashed over the openings, but these were of 
little service in preventing the seas from en- 
tering the hold, and tons of water entered 
the steamer. Water began to pour intothe 
fire room, and though every effort was made 
to Keep it out it began to gain on the pumps, 
which were working at their utmost 
capacity. 

PANIC PREVAILED. 

Consternation prevalled among the passen- 
gers. None ofthem were allowed on deck. 
Those in the cabin, though they fully real- 
ized their danger, were far more calm than 
the steerage passengers. Among the latter 
pandemonium reigned. They were mostly 
Chinese and, had it not been for the fact that 
they were locked below, many of them would 
have undoubtedly thrown themselves into 
the sea. 

Soonthe coal passers and firemen were 
drowned out by the water rising in the fire- 
room, and a few minutes later the fires were 
extinguished. The donkey boilers on the 
main deck were Kept going, however,and the 
pumps continued to work, keeping the water 
trom gaining as rapidly as it otherwise would 
have done. Once the fires wege out, the ves- 
sel became unmanageable. It was impossi- 
ble tosetany canvas. Storm staysails hac 
been set to steady the steamer at the begin- 
ning of the gale, but they had been blown 
from the bolt ropes and carried off. Even 
some ofthe’ furled sails were blown from 
their gaskets and lost. 

The situation of the ship was now most 
precarious. Hawsers were thrown out to Keep 
the vessel’s head up to the wind, but she was 
soon rolling and pitching fearfully inthe 
cross sea that was pounding her, and very 
often making clean breaches over her. 

ONTO THE ROCKS, 

Suddenly, abovethe howling and shieking 
ofthe wind, a dull booming was heard, and 
those on deck knew they were driftingona 
lee shore, and thatthe noise they heard was 
the sound of the gigantic rollers crashing up- 
on land. Soon through the blinding rain land 
was seen close aboard, andinafew minutes 
the steamer struck. Everybody was ordered 
ondeck. The passengers had put on life 
preservers, but these were of little use, 
as many of the people were swept overboard 
and drowned by the seas breaking over 
them. It was impossible to lower the bogts. 
Those on the windward side of the steamer 
were smashed to pleces soon after she 
stranded, while those on the lee side could 
not be approached because of the seas that 
were sweeping the steamer’s decks. All 
hands huddled under the lee of the deck- 
houses for what little shelter these afforded 
butevery timea sea surged over the vesse 
their number grew less, some of them having 
been carried away. 

TWENTY-THREE SAVED. 

The twenty-three who were saved man. 
aged by almost superhuman efforts to hold 
on until the storm subsided. Then they were 
taken off in an exhausted condition. It ts 
probable tuat all the rescued will be brought 
to Hong Kong on Tuesday. The steamer An- 
cona has been sent to the wreck. 

The Bokhara was a three-masted tron screw 
steamer of 5,955 grosstons. She was built at 
Greenock in 1873 by Caird & Co. Her engines 
of 500 horse power were of the compound in- 


type. : 
Me Pry at ofice authorities have tele- 
graphed to the postmaster nearest the scene 
of the wreck, asking forthe names of those 
saved from the wreck and the names of 
those lost. A reply is not expected until to- 
morrow. | 
The cargo ofthe Bokhara was very valu- 
able. It comprised a large amount of specie 
and a Jarge consignment of silk, Itis feared 
that those who were lost were mostly Euro- 
peans. The survivors will reach Hong Kong 
on Tuesday morning.

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


The Congregational Council Take a Polit- 
ical Aspect. 


MIXNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 17.—The devo- 
tional exercises of the Congregational Coun- 
cil this morning were of special interest. In 
the prayers there were many pleas for the 
work of the churches,for the large influence 
of the council, for the possibilities of the 


cause in whichthe speakers were enlisted. 
‘he hospitality of Minneapolis in caring for 
the council so handsomely was recognized, 
A resolution in regard to the colored people 
was introduced and adopted as follows: 

The National Council of the Congregational Coun 
cil Churches recognize with gratification the splendia 
advances made by the negro race in the South in the 
accumulation of property. the advancement of edu- 
cation and morals inthe facefof obstcaies that might 
well have daunted a less hopeful and devout peopie. 
Also the awakening couscience and growing interest 
by the better cless of citizens in their civil and 
political rights. But we deplore the continuance 
of the lawless spirit and acts of violence of many 
parts of the South of which they are the victims: a 
condition that also hinders the work of our educa- 
tional and religious societies for the elevation of 
this suffering race and menace the very foundations 
of our national existence. We therefore deciare our 
sympathy withand give our earnest supportto the 
oppressed of every race and class who are suffering 
in the struggle to assert their rights under the Fed- 
eral Constitution; we also declare that our religious 
faith and political principles require that every per- 
eon shall enjoy the poccenen of just laws, framed 
in accordance wit e spirit of the Federal Con- 
stitution, and that they shall have the right to casta 
full ballot and nave that ballot counted as cast, 
without distinction of race. . 

The question of the planting of churches in 
the smaller places in which there may not be 
enough people to warrant the introduction 
of more churches was again brought up, and 
a resolution introduced by Dr. Sturtevant, 
and adopted along the same line asthe re- 
portalready presented. A report was pre- 
sented from Minnesota showing how the 
work progresses in that State. Out of fifty- 
eight churches inthe State fifty-three were 
organized in committee where there 
was no other church, leaving only five in 
competition with other churches. There 
was a discussion over a proposition to 
change the programme hereafter to include 
more papers and less business, not to the ex- 
clusion of needed business, Dut to the injec- 
tion of more live papers on topics of current 
interest which could be discussed. Dr..Brad- 
ford’s motion, that hereafter there should

UNION THELOGICAL SEMINARY WILL WITHDRAW 
FROM THE PRESBYTERY. 

NEw YORK, Oct. 17.—The action of the Di- 
rectors of Union Theological Seminary, in 
severing their relations with the General 
Presbytery, creates much comment. It is un- 
derstood that in the case of Dr. Briggs, about 
whom the friction arose, should the verdict 
of the New York Presbytery bean adverse 
one atthe trial next month, the Board of 
Directors would continue to stand by himif 
he answered the questions propounded to 
himin the same manner as he has done 
hitherto, 

In the call for the meeting of Thursday the 
object was stated to be ‘‘consideration of the 
relations between the seminary and the Gen- 
eral Assembly.’’ Inthe report of the Execa- 
tive Committee was included the legal opin- 
ion of James G. Varter, of the points at igsue 
between the seminary directors and the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and a reply to the action of 
the last General Astembly which the Execu- 
tive Committee had unanimously adopted. 
The opinion presented by Mr. Carter em- 
bodies the history of the organization of the 
seminary, and quotes the sections from the 
charter of the institution which give the 
Roard of Directors the power to appoint and 
remove professors, to disburse the funds of 
the institution and to watch over and judge 
of the competition and in giving instructions, 
as well as maintaining close observance 
of the morals and conduct of those receiving 
instruction.

BLOODSTAINS THAT CAME FROM HEB 
AWFUL DEATH WOUND. 


He Cut a Piece From an Undergarments — 
for Analysis, but It Developed Noth- 
ing New — The Negro “Suspect’s”’ 
Story Not Yet Confirmed—A Cyprian’s 
**Clew’’ Discoredited by the Police. 


The City Chemist has just completetl a 
searching analysis and examination of the 
blood found on the clothing of murdered. 
Josie Simmons. It resguited in a complete 
failure to develop any new clews or evidence . 
in the case. The clothing of the murdered 
girl was turned over to Chemist Sullivan on 
Friday last. On Saturday night it wasre 
turned to Chief of Detectives Desmond with- 
out any report as to the result of the 
City Chemist’s examination. From one of 
the undergarments a large square of the 
cloth where the stain was most noticeable 
had been cut out. It was evident that Chem- 
ist Sullivan bad desired to study those stains 
more at leisure. To-day he was seen by a 
Post-DIsPATCH reporter and asked what hig 
analysis of the stains had shown. ' 

‘*Nothing,’’ said Dr. Sullivan. ‘That fs, 
nothing but the blood of the murdered girl, 
as it appeared also on other portions of her, 
clothing. I cut out some of the cloth 
of an undergarment because I thought 
perhaps a careful examination might 
develop something more, but it did not. I 
returned the clothing, minus this fragment, 
on Saturday night, and Iam now ready to 
report that all I found was that the garments 
were stained by the girl’s own blood,’’ 


THE COLORED ‘‘sUSPECT.’’ 

In the Simmons murder mystery the negro 
*“suspect,’’ Geo. Williams, alias Turner 
Bolden, arrested faturday night, still re- 
mains with his story unconfirmed, and is

Gov. Flower Indignant ata Demand for 
a Pardon. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 17.—Gov. Flower was 
asked this morning if the action of the cloth- 
ing cutters in New York over his _ re- 
fusal to pardon Master Workman 
Hughes of National Trades Assembly No. 231 
of .Garment Workers, who was convicted 
elghteen.months ago of extortion, would in- 
fluénce Himi at allto give another hearing. 
He said: ‘‘I don’t care to discuss the matter. 


I don’t grant pardons upon demands, but 
usually upon evidence.’’ 

The Governor referred to the application of 
citizens of Buffalo for Hughes’ pardon, which 
read: ‘*Wedemand of you, as Governor of 
the State of New York, as the one having the 
full power of pardoning, to pardon at once 
James Hughes, National Master Workman of 
the Garment Workers of North’ America, who 
is now In jail at Rochoster, N. Y.’’ 

Just before leaving for Chicago the Gov- 
ernor gave out this statemen}: 

**lam notin the habit of granting pardons 
upon the demand or threat of any citizen or 
any body of citizens. Applications for execu- 
tive clemency are considered on their merits. 
Nor do I conceive it my duty to grant 
pardons for campaign purposes. On account 
of the political aspect which Hughes’ friends 
have given to the application in his behalf I 
have refused to consider it until after elec- 
tion. It may as well be understood now as 
later that the Governor of this State Is not to 
be bulldozed just before election or at any 
—— in the discharge of his official obliga- 

ons.’

Work on. the Auditorium was progressing 
rapidly when darkness overtook the deco-

It is along the line ofmarch where the 
most beautiful designs are tobeseen. In 
the northern part ofthe parade district 
hundreds of yards of bunting are arranged in 
tasty designs and aided by banners,p atriotic 
emblems aud national colors. 

Work on the City Hall and county building 
has been commenced, but, of course, not 
enough has been done as yet to give one an 
idea of what the artistic results will be. On 
the county building there is a large canvas, 
typifying the landing of Columbus. The fig- 
ures are dramatic, and the colors are many 
and bright. Overthe Randolph street front 
is a painted bust of the Goddess of Liberty.

It Shuts Out Light From Mr. James T. 
Drummond’s Residence. 


Another instance of that time-honored cus- 
tom of unneighborily neighbors to rear a 
huge wall between their premises 
has recently occurred on the most 
fashionable portion of that very reserved 
and aristocratic boulevard, Delmar

But 
this, wall’ stands back about four feet 
from the dividing line and therefore 
Mr. Lane could not oblige Mr. Drummond to 
wall up the windows. There isa recess in 
the rear parlor of Mr. Drummond’s house 
which brings about four feet of the main 
wall to the verge of the line of separation, 
but there are no windows on the face of this 
recess, although there are a few on the angu- 
lar sides of it which come within eighteen 
inches of the line. But Mr. Lane feit that 
the privacy of his home was destroyed. 
When Mr. Drummond learned that Mr. Lane 
was finding fault with the contour of the 
wall, he proposedto put in ground glass, 
through which no eye could see. He actually 
did giaze the fourteen objectionabie windows 
with ground glassa few weeks ago, accord: 
ing to one of the workmen seen to-day, but 
Mr. Lane had the unsightly fence put up 
notwithstanding, and Mr. Drummond 
promptiy changed the grceund iass 
for plate and double-thickness trans- 
parent giass. Mr. Drummond’s house 
is a beautiful modern residence 
with a limestone front, anda fine cut-stone 
entrance and balustrade. On the other hand 
the fence draws much unpleasant curlosity

THE COUNT’S PLANS,

Mitkiewicz and His Grand Chinese Con- 
cession Scheme. 


AN ALLEGED SWINDLE INVESTIGATED 
BY THE NEW YORK GRAND-JURY. 


Pious Editor Shepard Held Up by the 
Count as Sponsor for His Gigantic 
Undertaking—How the Chinese Minis- 
ter Figures in the Transaction—There 
Were Millions in It. 


New Yors, Oct. 17.—Arthur L, Tomes of 
Brooklyn, who caused the .warrant to be 
sworn out for the arrest of Count Mitkiewicz, 
was before the Grand-jury to-day to give 
the facts in his possession about the alleged 
swindling of himself and outhers out of large 
sums of money in the Chinese concession 
scheme. This scheme,in which Mitkiewicz 
claimed pious Editor Elliott F. Shepard,Jesse 
Grant and the Chinese Minister at Washing- 
ton, with other notable people, were inter- 
ested, was, in brief, totake, by royal grant, 
full control of the finances, coinage and 
banking privileges, as well as the railroads, 
telegraph and telephone systems of the 
Ohinese Empire. 

Tomes charges that the Count swindled him 
at various times out of $41,000. The specific 
charge on which the warrant is based is 
that on Nov. 17, 1891, Mitkiewicz obtained 
from Mr. Tomes $1,750 hy misrepresentation. 
The Count at the time was living at No, 62 
West Nineteenth street. He telegraphed to 
Tomes to call on him. The latter, so he 
claims, had previously been assured by Jesse 
Grant that the Count was a man to be relied 
upon. 

When he reached the Count’s house Tomes 
was told that Millard Jones, who had been 
sent to China to secure the reception of ex- 
Senator Blair as a persona grata at the 
court of the Emperor, was in need of money 
and had cabled that he would go no further 
until he received $1,750. The Count wanted 
Mr. Tomes to advance thesum desired. As 
he had been lead to believe that Elliott F. 
Shepard and Jesse Grant were interested 
with the Count ina scheme to obtain com- 
mereial concessions from the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Tomes mortgaged his house to 
raise the needed money. 

He asked the Count who was to repay him 
this and other advances, and was told that 
Mr. Shepard had agreed to repay him all 
money advanced for the expenses of Millard 
Jones as soonas the latter reached Pekin. 
This agreement was to stand whether the 
visitto the Emperor resulted favorably or 
otherwise. 

‘*Only the other day,’’ said the Count, in 
this connection, to Mr. Tomes, ‘‘Col. Shep- 
ard guve me a check for $21,000. He after- 
ward took back the check and gave me the 
sum in cash, because he did not want his 
checks afloat in these transactions. ’’ 

Lawyer Burke, who is conducting the pros- 
ecution of the count, had a.very lively inter- 
view with the Chinese Minister at Washing- 
tona few days ago, at which Count Mit- 
kiewicz was present. Through an inter- 
preter he told the Minister that, in his opin- 
ion, the Count was-the greatest liar and thief 
in America, and that he believed that he (the 
Minister) was little better. He then made a 
formal demand from the Minister for the 
money due his four clients—a littie matter or 
about $100,000. 

*‘*The Minister seemed very much fright- 
ened at my remarks,’’ said Lawyer Burke, 
‘‘fand the Count actually began to weep. 
Later onthe same day I was called upon by 
one of the Chinamen who had been at the 
Minister’s house. He said that the Minister 
would give $11,000, which was theamount one 
of mv clients had been swindled out of, 
Afterwards Mitkiewicz came around and on 
his knees or me not to have him ar- 
rested. I told him I felt pretty sure of land- 
ing him for ten years in Sing Sing.’’

FAILED TO SHOW UP. 


Poor Showing Made By the St. Louis Mili- 
tia at the Preparatory Drill. 


Hundreds of visitors who went out to Forest 
Park yesterday afternoon were disappointed 
at seeing such a slim attendance onthe part 
ofthe military, who were supposed to be 
present in numbers to give a final 
exercise drill before their departure 
to-morrow night for Chicago, where they are 
to take part in the Columbian festivities.

I just returned 
from Chicago the latter part of the week and 
hence did not have the time to get the boys 
together.’’ 

‘*Willthis interfere with your trip to Chi- 
cago?’’ 

‘‘Not in the least. All arrdngements 
have been made and we will leave 
to-morrow night. There were about one 
hundred men on the grounds yesterday, but 
that was not sufficient for a battalion drill, so 
a company drill was given S0 as not to disap- 
point the crowd, I presume the rest of the 
boys would have turned out had there not 
been some misunderstanding.’’ It is said by 
some of the members who did not appear on 
the scene that the only reason Capt. Sinclair’s 
company turned out yesterday was that 
they had made urrangements with a photog- 
rapher to pose as a group and show how

According to Maj. Cavender’s statement 
about one hundred and fifty men from the 
various com panies will leave in a 
special train to-morrow night for 
Chicago, Maj. Cavender will in 
command of the local battalion witn the fol- 
lowing staff: Capt. Sinclair, Lieut. Allen 
and Lieut. Cruckwell of Company A, and 
Capt. Edwards, Lieut.

THE ITALIANS DIVIDED. 


Some of Columbus’ Countrymen Will Be 
in the Citizens’ Parade. 

The prospect of having two Columbus 
paradesin different partsof the city at the 
sametime next Friday afternoon does not 
diminish, buta new phase has developed by 
which it appears that part of the Italians 
will probably march with the citizens 


parade and part with the Italians. There 
are two factions among the Italians ofthe 
city, one following the jieadership of Giraru 
Barricelli and the other the leadership of 
Stephen Dellacella. The Ameeican-Italian 
Political Club, of which Mr. Barricelliis 
Presiden,t held a meeting last night in 
Druid’s Hall and decided to participate 
inthe paradeof next Friday ina body and 
ride in carriages. Each carriage will 
carry a banner on which will 
be displayed the nameof some Italian men- 
tioned in history asa discoverer of land, a 
leader in the arts, sciences,  litera- 
ture, music and mechanics. At this 
meeting President Barricelli called attention 
to the statement of Dellacella made last 
Saturday toa Post DIsPaATCH reporter that 
there would be two parades if the American 
citizens did not concede to the Italians the 
line of march on Fourth street and Broad- 
way. The big parade is to start from 
Twelfth and Pine streets at the 
same time the Italians are scheduled 
to march from Third street and Washington 
avenue. The Italian cavalry, which ts to re- 
ceive Columbus at the foot of Washington 
avenue, will take partinthe parade which 
starts from Third street and Washington 
avenue andin fact is the only body of 
Italians so faras known who will make up 
that parade. Though the Italian-American 
club did not decide to march with the citi- 
zens’ parade, it is understood that it will not 
be with the ItaHan cavalry. 

Mr. Barricelli said this morning: ‘‘We 
will march with the largest parade, and 
the one which Is led by the promi. 
nent citizens of this It 
not intended that there 
parades, andthe Italians who have tried to 
get up a Columbus display for six months 
and failed to do so, should not take offense if 
they are relieved of the entire matter by 
the Americans. I for one will march 
in the citizens’ parade if there 
are two parades, and it is 
probable the Italian “lub will do the same, 
but I do not think the Italians will parade by 
themseives. Noone man can speak for all 
the Italians in this city, and Iam quite sure 
the Italians will decide to have no trouble, 
but follow the American leaders.’’

mission to ascertain whether it be true, as reported, 
that the local management is already violating the 
State law against Sunday work and Sunday amuse- 
ments and the local option law of Hyde Park; and if 
any such violations of law, present or prospective, 
are found, we earnestly etition the commission, in 
behalf of the States which they represent, to use 
their veto power against such lawlessness,

Fran- 
cis, Col. Stone, Hon, W. H. Wallace, Col.

Louis, Col. John H. Carroll and other dis- 
tinguished Democrats from abroad reviewed 
thé procession from the second-stoty veranda 
of the Palace Hotel. 

Atl o’elock the meeting was called to order 
in the tent near the Court-house. Gov. 
Francis presided and welcomed Gor. Boles to 
Missour! in a briet and eloquent speech. 

After the introduction Gov. Boles advanced 
to the front of the platform and was greeted 
with arousing cheer by his Missouri audl- 
ence, TheGovernor of lowa briefly alluded 
to the campaign in Missouri, congratulating 
the Democracy of the State Onthe present 
administration and predicting the election of 
Stone by a satisfying majority and the con- 
tinued prosperity of the great Common- 
wea'th and hisrule.

Gov. Boles explained the workings of the 
Republican policy of protection. He said: 
**A protective tariff is made for the manu- 
facturer, not for his workmen. He hires his 
help precisely as the unprotected producer 
does, in the labor markets of the country 
wherever he can get it the cheapest, and 
putsinto his own pocket the profits of his 
business which the tariff enables him to 
make just as other men would do under 
the same _ circumstances. If we are 
honest with ourselves and really de- 
Sire to ascertainthe effect of a protective 
tariff on wages, we ought to take labor mar- 
kets in protected and unprotected countries 
as Sere, ake in thelr surroundings as pos- 
sible, e€ can find protected markets in 
Germany, in France and in Russia, all of 
which countries levy a tariff tax on imports, 
and unprotected markets in England and 
some other countries where practically free 
trade prevalls. 

Thege are all found inold countries where 
popwstton is dense and the demanga for labor 

ully supplied. Itisa well-known fact that 
& comparison between these markets Is de- 
cidedly in fayer of those that. are.not pro- 
tected by tariff? laws. Republicans, how- 
ever, never resort to this comparison, It 
answers their purpose better to compare 
the crowded markets of England with the 
sparsely supplied markets of ourown coun- 
try and attribute the difference in wages to 
the tariff instead of natural laws of supply 
and demand, 

But there is a class, our Republichn friends 
tell us, that can always be depended upon to 
uphold the great American system of pro- 
tection. It is the farmers ofthe country. 
Now, this includes myself and I want to know 
why we should uphold that system. They 
tell us in the first place if we will wait lon 
enough it will give usa home market for all 
the produce of our farmsand save the ex- 
—S of sending any part ofit tua foreign 

rket. How long will this take weask. 
They do not tell us this and so we must reason 
for ourselves. If we consult statistics we 
find that three-fourths of all our exports 
come from the farms of the nation. That in 
a single year we have sent abroad in round 
bum bers $800,v00,000 worth of these products. 

Ata glance we can see that if we are to 
wait until conditions so change in this coun- 

try as to provide a home market for all the 

a daaiie of our farms not one of us will be 

ere to enjoy the change. 

But our Republican friénds say if our home 
market does not take all you produce it will 
certainly take much the largest part and save 
the freight to a foreign market on that much 
atieast. This is the twin brother of the ar- 
gument with which they console the other 
laborers of the coubtry. 

So long as the farmers produce a surplus 
that must go abroad the home market will 
pay for what it uses precisely what that sur- 
pius will sell for to be sent abroad, nof a far- 
thing more, because it. ts ory sary to pay 
more, What the surplus will bring for ex- 
port fixes the prices of all we produce and 
must continue to do so as long as we produce 
a surplus. There is no such thing as two 
markets for our products, one for the for- 
eign, another for the home, and of necessity 
there never can be. 

But our friends answer: ‘*Look at recip- 
rocity; that was made for the farmers.’’ 

Weill let us examine it. What is reciproc- 
ity as the term is used and understood tin the 
McKinley bill? Simply an agreemeent be- 
tween this nation and some other by which 
it is agreed that if we take our tariff off pro- 
ducts which it produces and seuds toour 
markets it will take its tariff_off products we 
produce and send to its markets. In other 
words, it is free trade tothe extent stipu- 
lated Inthe contract between this country 
and the country with which the agreement 
is made, accomplished through mutual ar- 
rangements with individual nations instead 
ot general laws that affect all nations alike. 

tofaras it goes it is all right, but the 
trouble with the farmer is that these arrange- 
ments are never made with countries that 
take large quantities of the products of his 
labor. Sotar they have been perfected so as 
to permit an interchange of products be- 
tween our country and several of the South 
American states and some of the Islands of 
the sea. The inhabitants of these countries 
live under tropical suns where nature and 
their own soll supplies the bulk of their wants 
for food, 

Statistics show that since these arrange- 
ments have been wade avery small fraction 
of our agiicultural products have goue to 
these countries, while they bave been con- 
siderable purchasers Of the products of our 
factories. inthe fiscal year ending June 30, 
1891, we sent to Central and South American 
countries and the West Indles, which include 
all of the countries with which we then had 
reciprocity treaties, of our exports of corn 
wheat, wheat flour, hams, canned beef and 
cheese 6 1-5 per cent of the total of these ex- 
ports and to Great Britain alone during the 
same year 67 per cent of our exports of these 
articles. 

in that same year we sent to these coun- 
tries Of our exports of carriages, cars, en- 
gines, machinery, agrulaitural implements, 
etc,, 86% per cent of our exports of these 
articles, and to Great a ae the 
same 1014 r cent of such a

I do not know from what source Senator

Can anyone explain how it is that these 
manufacturers can afford to sell their wares 
in the foreign markets so much below prices 
in this country, if itis true that we pay no 
more for them than

The Republican platform of 1888 pledged 
that party to enact a federal election law. A 
Republican House of Representatives passed 
sucha bill.

It is a most encour g fact, how ver,that 
the President in his recent letter of accept- 
ance does not renew his devotion to the Dill 
80 strongly championed by him a few months 
since, Dut suggests in its steada measure 
much less objectionable in many particulars 
ifit were practicable. It shows that even 
Republican leaders are becoming alfve to the 
peril of tne step they came so near taking. 

But even a non-partisan commission, such 
asthe President suggests, created by Fod- 
erallaw and controlled by Federal author- 
ity ofany kind to assume control of any cf 
the elections tn the States and tuke that con- 
trol out ofthe hands of those who cast the 
baliots, would a most dangerous 
innovation upon the customs of the 
country apd @ deadly assault upon 
the reserved rights of all the States. . 

The greatest of our perils asa nation is the 
disposition so often nifested to extend the 
powers of the feder@l government andre- 
strict those of the States. Every step tn this 
directionis an encroachment in some de- 
gree upon the liberty of the citizen, a taking 
away fromhim of some one of the rights he 
had theretefore enjoyed. The only excuse 
for it is that which tyrants have made for 
their own acts in every uge of the world. 

Among‘the most sacred of all rignts of the 
States ts the right to regulate their own elec- 
tions in theilrown way. Itis absolutely im- 
possible that any permanent injury can re- 
sult from the untrammeled exercise of this 
right by each of the commonwealths that 
compose this nation. If left to them local in- 
terests alone will f an ef- 
fective safeguard dishonest 
elections, and in end se@- 
cure to each that which is for the best inter- 
ests of allits people. If this right is ever 
taken from them and vested in a jurisdiction 
of any kind over which they have no control, 
the first stepinthe march of events that is 
tolead on to their total subjugation will 
have been taken never to be retraced, 

Itis your Mberty, my hearers, as well as 
that of the citizens of Southern States, that is 
menaced by this measure. Ifyou ever ex- 
pect to defend the right of your own State 
to make andexecute its own election laws 
doso now before you have established a

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BRITISH RAPACITY. 


American Merchants On the 
Islands Harassed. 
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 17.—News from 
Butaritara, the chief city of the Gilbert 
Islands, gives a gloomy outiook for American 
traders on the Islands unless the United 
States does something to protect their rights.

Since the British fag was hoisted in July the , 


Americans have been subjected to many in- 
suits and the native chiefs have been plainly 
told not to pay ony attentien to the orders of 
United States Consul Agent Rick, who here- 
tofore had settled ali disputes and had been 
the real power on the islands: Commander 
Davis of the British man-of-war Royalist 


went out of his way toinsult both the King 
and the leading Americans. A corr espondent 
writing under date of Aug. 18, says: 

**Capt. Davis flew into a rage when he read 
in late files of the San Francisco papers of the 
attention paid to King Tebureimoa on his 
recent visit to California. He cursed the 
Bing and the Americans, saying the latter 

had turned the King’s head with thelr non- 
sense and that he would soon put an end to 
it. Then he hauled up Capt. Kustel, local 
manager for Wightman Bros. of San Fran - 
cisco, on the complaint of a native who bears 
a very unsavory reputation. The native 
claimed that Kustel beat him because he de- 
serted from Kustel’s schooner, where he 
claimed he was abused. Davis refused to 
listen to any testimony which Kustel wished 
to prodrce. Thesimple facts were the na- 
tive hired to.go with the schooner and when 
he got his advance money ceserted. Kustel 
chased him. The native pulled a pistol on 
bim. Forthisthe native was awarded $40 
damages by tho British commander. Kustel 
has sent the facts to the Secretary of State at 
Washington together with an exact report 
of the profane language used toward him by 
Davis. Itisnosecretthat Davis wishes to 
break up the control of the island trade 
which two big American firms have securea 
and pass ittothe Germans. It is even said 
the, islands were seized by the Brit- 
ish in order that they may be 
traded to the Germans for territory in 
Africa. Meanwhile the King is waiting to 
hear from the United States Governmentin 
regard to his application fora protectofate, 
ashe holds the British protectorate !s in- 
valid because it was established without his 
consent. One English, one German and one 
Chinese merchant at Butaritari addressed an 
appealto Capt. Davis to appointa British 
agent here with power to regulate the taxes, 
which they claim. are excessive. If this 
scheme is followed there , will surely be the 
same trouble as at Samoa.’

os OF THE LONDON POISONER AND. 


The Deaths of Four Women Traced te 
Him—A Landlord’s Head Split Open 
by a Drunken Guest—Skeleton of @ 
Murdsred Man Found—Ehot His Wife 
—Crime News. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—The trial of Thomas Nelli 
Cream, on the charge of having murdered 
Matilda Clover by poison, was begun to-day 
atthe Old Bailey, The court room was 
thronged. Mr. C. F. Gill prosecuted on be- 
half ot the Treasury. He said that the pris- 
oner had been indicted for having murdered 
Matilda Clover Oct. 31 last. at 27 Lambeth 
Palace road. From statements made by 
the prisoner himseif which had been verl- 
fled, tt was proven ‘that the prisoner’s real 
name was Thomas Nelil Cream. He was 
born in Glasgow in 1855, and was taken to 
America by his parents when very young,. 
where he took a degree at the col- 
lege in Montreal. He afterwards came 
back to London, where he attended 
lectures at St. Thomas Hospital witha view 
of becoming an M.R.C.8, Dut did not succeed, 
Subsequently he went to Edinburgh and took 
two degress, by which he became a fully 
qualified medical‘ man. Leaving London he 
again went to Ontario, and, after practicing 
there for a short time, he went to Chicago, 
where he practiced as Thomas Neill Cream. 
Passing over the intervening years, at the 
beginning of October, 1891, the prisoner 
came back to London and proceededto An- 
derton’s Hotel, where he stayed on the 6th 
and7th ofthe month. From there he went 
to live at No. 108 Lambeth Palace road until 
the 6th ofthe following January, and after- 
wards went back to America, where he re- 

mained until the beginning of April, Return- 
ing to London he took up his residence again 
in Lambeth Palace road from April 9 to June 
8, when he was arrested on the charge of 
blackmail. 

Mr. Gill went on to étate that he was ina 
position to prove that Oct. 9 of last year was 
the first occasion on which the prisoner met 
Matilda Clover, and that he was on several 
subsequent occasions seen going in the 
direction of the house where she lived. The 
next dateof importance was Oct. 13, when 
Cream began to purchase nux vomica. from 
Mr. Priest, a chemist of Parifament street, 
in quantities ranging from one to four 
ounces, and also ordered a number of small, 
empty gelatine capsules. 

On the night of Oct. 20 a man accompanied 
Clover to her lodgings and she died in great 
agony in the early morning ofthe 2ist. The 
only persons who saw the death of Clover 
were Lucy Rose, the servant, and Mrs. Phil- 
lips, whose real name was Vowles, the land- 
lady, and naturally they had not noticed the 
symptoms were those of potsoning by strych- 
nine. 

An extraordinary state ofthings was dls- 
closed at the inquest, by which one was 
driven tothe conclusion that at the end of 
October no human being could know how the 
woman Clover had come toherdeath but 
the man who had caused it. And it was the. 
prisoner who stated ina letter, which ;he 
wrote to Dr. Broadbent, the particulars as to 
her name, where she lived, how she died and 
the nature of the poison which killed her,;. 
and used the information he possessed as a 
méans of attempting to obtain money by 
blackmail. The dates inthe case were very 
material, because almost immediately after 
the prisoner’s arrival in this country the first 
time the two women, Clover and Donworth, 
met their aeaths by polsoning, and when he 
came to England a second time in Apri) of 
this year, the two other women, Marsh and 
Shrivell, died under similar circumstances 
shortly after, having been seen in the com- 
pany of a man who answered the description 
of the prisoner, Klien Donworth suddenly 
Staggered and, falling in the street, died 
in great agony and in her last moments ac. 
cused the Man with whom she had been seeh 
of giving her something out ofa bottle. This 
was at the time when the prisoner had the 
strychnine, but not the capsules which he 
(Mr. Gill) alleged were used a few days later 
for the purpose of polsoning Clover. When 
the prisoner’s lodgings were searched a case 
belonging tothe Harvey Drug Co, was found 
and a number of small bottles containing 
sugar-coated pills, which upon analy- 
sis by Dr, Stevens were found to con- 
tain about one twenty-second of a grain 
of strychnine each. It was found that 
over twenty of these pills, which were very 
minute, would fit into one of the capsules 
obtained of Mr. Priest, or thirty if they were 
mashed together and while nine or ten 
might be a fatal dose, twenty would certain- 
ly beso. In each of the four cases which had 
come under the notice of the police the mur- 
dered woman had received a letter by t 
just before her death, the envelopes of wiktohs 
could not be found, and it seemed to be the 
prisoner’s plan to get possession of the en- 
velopes which had passed through the t 
offic in order tbat some other inclosure might 
be put intothem, which could bé used for 
the purpose of Diackmailing persons as to 
whom it was suggested by the prisoner that 
he was In possession of incriminating evi- 


dence discovered while searching the effects 
of the deceased woman. 


A CRIMINAL LUNATIC. 

EpINBURG, Oct. 17.—The High Court of Jus- 
tice at Edinburg has ordered James Fraser to 
be detained asacriminal lunatic. On July 26 
last Fraser, who lived at Polmont, in the 
shire of Sterling, Scotland, and who was a 
bank clerk, and had always been considered 
a great man, ran amuck in a fit of murderous 
madness. He rushed into the house of his 
neighbors and friends, the Shadwells, cairy- 
ing a drawn sword in one band and a pistol 
in theother. Fraser killed Shadwell with the 
sword and inflicted a severe wound in Mrs. 
Shadwell’sthigh. He aiso hacked herarm. 
Fraser then rushed into the street, where he 
mortally wounded a youn woman named 
Mary Grindley. No motive for the crime was 
apparent, and the authorities satisfied them- 
selves that Fraser had become suddenly irre- 
sponsibie.,

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 17, — President 
Griscom of the Intennational Navigation Co.

The Board of Controland Its Rival—Mike 
Dwyer Likely to Go Back to the Winter 
Track—“‘Gentleman Jack’’ at Chicago 
~—News for Wheelmen-—In the Base 
Ball World. 


The Hudson County Jockey Club inaugu- 
rates itsannual winter meeting at the now 
famous North Bergen or Guttenburg ceurse,. 
This is the pioneer winter course and has 
been wonderfully successful despite the bit- 
ter opposition of the autocratic Board of 
Control. The members of ‘this body, 
it will be remembered, have ab- 
solute control of racing on what 
is known as the legitimate tracks and have 
openly and secretly fought Guttenburg since 
the day it thew open its gates. Last season 
they decided to. prohibit any horse-owner, 
jockey or trainer, who operated at the 
course after acertain date, from doing bus!i- 
ness at any of the tracks controlled by them. 
This order resulted in driving away from the 
Hiudson County course the best class of own- 
ers, Jockeys and trainers, and of course nec- 
essarily, the cracker-jack horses; Previous 
to the time the Board of Control’s opposition 
tothe track was announced officially, such 
owners as Michael ¥. Dwyer, William C. 
Daly, Green B. Morris and William Lake- 
land, and noted riders, among them 
Doggett, Sims, Fitzpatrick and Taral, partici- 
pated intheracesatthecourse. , 

The Board of Control’s edict rgsulted in 
driving them away and, of course, the result 
was the track’s standing was injured con- 
siderably. The managers, however, had 
made enormous fortunes and they did not sit 
idly by and take things easy while the aristo- 
cratic Board of Control was doing its utmost 
to closethem up. Instead, backed up by the 
money they had made out of the 
track, they carried the war right 
into Africa and aftersigning Caldwell, the 
famous starter of the Board of Centrol 
tracks, atthe enormous salary of $25,000 per 
annum, organized a minature Board of Con- 
trol of their own, which was styled the Horse- 
Owners’ Protective Association. This organi- 
zation was Madeup ofthe stables that con- 
cluded to remain at Guttenburg and defy 
the Board of Control. Among those 
who joined this organization were 
such horsemen as the La Masney Bros., G. 
W. Poole, Eugene Leigh, and William Brada- 
ley. Most of them made lots of the lucre at 
Guttenburg last winter, and when the course 
closed they came out West. Some of them 
located at Chicago and racea there until the 
Saratoga meeting was inaugurated. 
track is owned by the Guttenburg magnates, 
and, of course, allthe regular North stergen 
horsemen and their trainers and jockeys took 
in the meeting. 

Poole and a number of other big Gutten- 
burg owners, it will be remembered, raced at 
the St. Louls Jockey Club’s spring meeting, 
while a big contingent of them have been at 
the course across the river all summer. 
llugh McCarren, who owns such 
goog ones as Sparling, Noonday and 
iSt. Mark, who were most consistent per- 
formers atthe North Bergen track last win- 
ter, will not go East this winter, but, Instead, 
will race at Kast side. All the noted Gutten- 
berg jockeys, such as George Taylor and 
Hugh Penny, who have been riding out West 
allsummer, will now, in all probability, re- 
turn Fast, although a few. will remain at 
the tracks across the river, and oth- 
ers will zo down to New  Orileans. 
That portion of the Western horsemen that 
race all year around, whodo not remain at 
leitherone of the tracks across the river or 
igo to New Orleans, wtll undoubtedly goto
